Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 72-92 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose a plant pot which has a sidewall with lobed portion such that when 
stacked in the offset, the lobed portions section-off growing areas; wherein the bottom 
wall has an indent section which shields the elongated body from water in the reservoir 
region; and a recess formed in the bottom wall having a pump therein which is in fluid 
communication with the elongated body.
